Town Council Sets 
1939 Tax Rates 

Tax rates for the ourrent year were 
set at the regular meeting of the Vul¬ 
can town council, Monday evening and 
show little change. Heavier expendi¬ 
tures last year and increased esti¬ 
mates this year made it necessary to 
add 2’mills on the municipal tax rate. 
This was in line with the opinion ex¬ 
pressed at the annual town meeting 
in January when it was explained that 
the municipal rate was too low and 
should be increased 2 mills this year. 

The null rates were set as follows: 
Muilicipul 15, Social Service .3, School 
16yT{ural School 10, Hospital 3. 

A discount of 10 per cent will be al¬ 
lowed on 1939 taxes paid during the 
month of May nr payments can be 
made monthly. May to December,' with 
a discount of 8 per cent on the total 
amount but effective only if payments 
are completed in full. The total dis¬ 
count will be deducted from the last 
payment.

Enforcement Pest 
Act is Sought ^ 

I’ysillid, a tomato and potato dis¬ 
ease which is caused by an insect, 
caused considerable loss to the potato 
crop in Vulcan this past year. This 
disease is also known as “blight" and 
“purple top” and plants thus infected 
set large numbers of tubers which sel¬ 
dom'reach marketable size and often 
sprout in the soil before digging time. 
In other cases they sprout soon after 
being put in storage. 

Growers in Medicine Hat have real¬ 
ized for years the damage this pest 
can do and it is now spreading over 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. The pest 
was reported to the government en¬ 
tomologist in 1932 and in each succeed 
ing year further information was sub¬ 
mitted to the proper department, but 
no effective action has been taken to 
prevent its spread. The Medicine Hat 
Chamber of Commerce *is behind a 
movement to have the Pest Act en¬ 
forced and halt the spread of this dis¬ 
ease. In 1937 the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture issued instructions for the 
prevention and control of the disease 
but the Pest Act. was not rigidly en¬ 
forced and has not been enforced 
since, and as a result the disease con¬ 
tinues to spread. 

The local Board of Trade is co-oper¬ 
ating-with the Medicine Ha^ group in 
asking the provincial government to 
enforce the Pest Act, as by this meth¬ 
od alone can the pert be destroyed.

Canada’s participation 
-previously been much criticism levelled at Prime Ministei. 
.ving for not “declaring a policy,” and certain fire-eaters in 
Canada, if they had had their way, would have plunged 
Canada into belligerent word? and gestures, over several 
European incidents which have occurred ever since the 
inarch on the Rhineland. It has since developed that sue!, 
belligerence might have proved embarrassing to Great Bri¬ 
tain, when the whole effort of Premier Chamberlain had 
been toward peaceful mediation. Official Canada has moved 
wisely up to the present endorsing the actions of the Brit¬ 
ish government, but making no rash and untimely commit¬ 
ments. No one doubts the reality of the saying that 
‘when England is at war, Canada is at war,” but Premier 
King holds that the causes involved in any conflict, and the 
government in power at Westminster, would be factors in 
any decisions of the Canadian parliament. 

Respecting conscription of men, both Premier King and 
Dr. Manion believe that changing conditions of war indicate 
that this would not be most effective method of support. 
Both are opposed to conscription for overseas service. Dr. 
Manion gave strong support to increased defences for Can¬ 
ada, emphasizing this country’s desirability from an enemy 
view, and the inadequacy of any present defence. 

Both speakers stressed the necessity for maintaining un 
ity in Canada, but pointed out the fallacy of possible neu¬ 
trality in any war involving Britain. Dr. Manion recogniz¬ 
ed two conflicting groups in Canada—“the last mail and the 
last dollar” group and the other class that'opposed Can¬ 
ada's participation, He saw grave dangers to national un¬ 
ity unless a compromise policy were developed. Eithei 
class of extremists could bring disunion within our own 
borders, amounting possibly to civil war. He reiterated hi« 
belief in a middle ’lourse, which would involve no conscrip¬ 
tion of men for service outside Canada, but total co-opera¬ 
tion in all other respects. He spoke of Canada as a train¬ 
ing ground for British air force, as a source of supply fo> 
food and munitions, and also insisted on full protection ft . 
Canada’s own bordeis. He foresaw the possibility of Car 
r.dian manpower being required for home defence and pro¬ 
posed an understand ng with United States in respect to ik 
fence of this continent. . 

.Both Prime Minister King and Dr. Manion in the! 
speeches showed ti.eir appreciation of tlie reiteiated (it 
maud of Canadian people that conscription of all other iv 
-outees go hand in hand with eonsciiption of lives. Bor 
prom'se rigid control of war profits, with no man enriehin 
himself while another gives his life. 


•VERYONE is refreshed by the sight of trees round a 
*home. 


Whatever may be lacking in other respects, no 
matter how limited resources may be, it is always possible 
to create an attractive home-like setting with trees. Aside 
from their utilitarian purposes, they are satisfying to the 
eye, and convey an impression of permanence. Although 
much has been done In recent years to encourage this type 
of landscape beauty, there are still many prairie homes, 
which are without the comfortable companionship of the 
rustling leaves of summer, or the year round green of the 
spruce and pine. 

Windbreaks are recognized as an important safeguard 
for windswept lands and gardens. One of the attractive ar¬ 
rangements is a hedge of trees encircling home, bams and 
garden lands. Three or four rows of such trees furnish val¬ 
uable protection and enhance appearance. The heaviest 
shelter is required on the west and north, to break the 
strong cold winds from these directions. 

Each year new varieties of trees are being proved 
suitable to the western prairies, and variety adds to ap¬ 
pearance. Reasonable care is necessary in the first plant¬ 
ings, and for the first year, after which nature looks after 
its own. Russian poplar has been increasingly popular, 
and is used effectively as windbreaks' along with white 
spruce. Ji 

One important feature of first planting is the watering. 
As many roots have been cut out, it is essential that the 
tree be supplied with sufficient water to give ample supply 
to the roots which remain. Seventy-five per cent of the 
success - ill tree growing is said to depend on the first year’s 
watering and cultivating.

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Provincial Lands 
Act Amendment 


The Better the Seed the 
Better the Crop 


(By Dan Campbell) 

According to J. Harvie, deputy 
minister of Lands and Mines, it is 
shown that between October 1930 
when the province took over the nat¬ 
ural resources, and March. 1, 1939 
there were 24,006 homesteads, secohd 
homesteads and soldiers’ grants 
granted. During this period, .mo . 
than 19,000 entries had been cancelled 
because either the lands or the set¬ 
tlers were not suited to agriculture. 

The proposed amendments to the 
Provincial Lands Act enables the Min¬ 
ister of Lands and Mines to direct 
settlement of land in Alberta, encour¬ 
aging settlement on areas close to ex- 
isting^fiighways, etc., and on land suit¬ 
able for agriculture. The idea "is to 
replace the homesteading system with 
long-term leasing with option to buy. 

? Under the amendments, leases of 
not more than 320 acres, half of which 
must be fit for cultivation, will be 
granted on a 20-year-term and renew¬ 
able for further 20-year terms. Ren¬ 
tals will be nominal and fixed by the 
minister, with crop share basis on cul¬ 
tivated land, and per acre basis on 
those not cultivated. After 10 years 
the applicant may buy the land at the 
price determined by the' minister at 
time the-lease is issued. The appli¬ 
cant must be 18, a British subject or 
to become a British subject within six 
years. He must build a house, culti¬ 
vate the land as each individual lease 
requires. 

Under the Act, school lands may on¬ 
ly be disposed of at public auction, but 
if not sold then, the minister, within 
ried into the new act.

A harvest of 324 million bushels of wheat, to say nothing of the 
increased volume of coarse grains, and all of it brought in and 
threshed in 1938 without the assistance of the erstwhile army of 
tens of thousands of harvest help from the East in the years not so 
long gone by. 

Thus does the mode of our lives and the methods of our callings 
change, keeping pace with the progress being made in the scientific 
engineering and industrial realms. 

The evolution of the Combine to the small, compact model now 
made available has revolutionized harvesting, making it an easily 
undertaken task for the regular help of the farm. Its production at a 
cost to the farmer of but one-third the price of the earlier, bigger 
models, is an evidence of the contribution made by the implement 
maker to help the farmer meet the problems with which he is con¬ 
fronted. The lower operating costs of this machine, and the reduction 
it enables to be made in the cost of harvesting, saving as it does up 
to 13c a bushel for complete harvesting, has meant, in a great many 
instances, a profit instead of a loss to thff farmer.

Prevention of 
Sleeping Sickness 

Vaccination Moat Effective 
.Method of Control; Govern- 
« ment and Municipalities Urge 
Use 


Equine' encephalomyelitis or sleep¬ 
ing sickness in horses is one of the 
most serious horse diseases that has 
ever appeared in Western Canada. The 
Province of Alberta was fortunate in 
escaping this disease until the sum¬ 
mer of 1938, although outbreak had 
occurred in Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan in previous years and had assum¬ 
ed serious proportions during 1937 
and 1938. Alberta has, therefore, the 
benefit of the experience gained in 
combatting the disease in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

Should the disease occur.in Alberta 
this year and follow the course that it 
has taken elsewhere, we may expect 
it to be of a more virulent form and 
more wide-spread than it was during 
the past season when it occurred in 
more or less restricted areas. %r 
these reasons, it is essential that far¬ 
mers and horsemen acquire all the in¬ 
formation they can regarding the pre¬ 
ventive measures that may be taken. 

Vaccination has been found to be 
the most effective method of control. 
Experiments conducted in Canada and 
the United States uphold this state¬ 
ment. The administration of vaccine 
however, is a preventive, not a cure, 
and vaccination to be effective must ire 
done BEFORE the disease is con¬ 
tracted. 

The first entirely satisfactory vac¬ 
cine was developed for use on a large 
scale in 1938. It is known as “Chick” 
vaccine and large quantities of it are 
now available in the prairie provinces 
under a co-operative arrangement 
made between the governments of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the manufacturers—the Lederle 
Laboratories in New York, and Cut¬ 
ters Laboratory in Berkely, California. 

Therefore,.there is at our disposal a 
positive means of preventing an out¬ 
break of this disease on a large scale. 
The price of the vaccine, including the j 
cost of administration, will not exceed 
one dollar per horse. Therefore, it 
ought to be possible for the majority 
of the farmers in Alberta to vaccinate 
most of their horses. Vaccine properly- 
administered assures protection for a 
period of six months. Two doses must j 
be given, from seven to fourteen days 
apart, during the month of April, and 
will provide immunity until fall. It 
should be pointed out .that two doses 
of vaccine are necessary for complete 
protection. 

Authorities agree that mare in foal 
may be vaccinated with safety, pro¬ 
viding the vaccine is properly admin¬ 
istered. Young foals are very suscept- j 
jble to the disease, and the Department 
recommends that they be vaccinated 
when two or three days old, providing 
they are normal at this time. Only 
about one-quarter of the dose for an 
adult horse should be administered to 
a young foal. 

Farmers and horse ownefs are warn 
ed to be on guard against unqualified 
persons advocating the use of any oth¬ 
er than “Chick” vaccine. The Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has recommend¬ 
ed the use of this product only after 
careful study and investigation, and 
as far as can be ascertained at the 
present time, there is nm other form 
of vaccine which is satisfactory. 

.In conclusion, the Department of 
Agriculture strongly urges that all 
l orse owners vaccinate their horses 
with “Chick” vaccine during the month 
of April. If this is done, there will be 
little chance of an outbreak causing 
appreciable losses aqd owners may 
forget their worries insofar as the 
danger of this disease is concerned.
